Chicago, July 1. 

Passengers by the Star of the West report the 
following concerning the Chicago company of 
emigrants to Kansas. 

At Lexington, four pieces of cannon, loaded 
and primed, were on the shore, and three more 
on the steam ferry-boat, in a position to sink the 
steamer at the first fire. The captain’s own fam- 
ily went ashore, and entreated the emigrants to 
givtup their arms, which was done. At six 
o’clock next morning, the Company proceeded 
peaceably to Kansas City, where 100 Southerners 
came on board, armed with muskets and bayo- 
nets, commanded by Jones, Stringfellow, and 
Atchison, took possession of the lower deck, sur- 
rounded the gangway, and refused to let any 
one go below on pain of death. When they ar- 
rived at Leavenworth, 200 ruffians surrounded 
the boat. Atchinson told the emigrants that their 
decision was to keep them on tbe beat till her re- 
turn, and not to allow them to land at any point 
above Lexington. If they would return to Al- 
ton, they pledged their honor that their arms 
would be returned at the termination of hostili- 
ties. The emigrants took an inventory of arms 
still in their possession, and found only 15 rifles 
and pistols, and concluded resistance was useless. 
They returned on Saturday night, and were put 
ashore four miles below Alton. The captain, pre- 
tending to fear violence, stopped there. The Com- 
pany will proceed to the Territory immediately 
via Iowa City. 

A company from Worcester, Mass , arrived to- 
day, en route for Kansas. 

The statement of the St. Louis Republican, 
concerning the Chicago Society, is entirely false. 

St. Louis, Julyl. 

A letter to the Democrat from Lawrence, o r 
the 28th, says five men had arrived at that place 
from Tecumseh, where they had been confined 
some time as prisoners. They were captured by 
dragoons on the 27th of May. near Osawatcmie, 
their arms taken away, chaios put upon them, 
and driven thirty miles by troops on horses. The 
dragoons were under Lieut Iverson. They were 
chained nearly four weeks, and when brought be-
